While the present weather conditions 
continue, and until there Is a sufficient 
fall of rain to augment the nupply nes- 
essary for the operation of the Gold- 
stream plant, the present arrange¬ 
ments in connection with the running 1 
of the car* and the electric lighting will j 
not be altered.

The steam plant which recently broke 
down 1* now working In proper order, 
the damage having been repaired, and 
with thin power the company feels that 
it will be able to meet the demand* of , 
the consumers In as far aa the nightly 
supply of electric light is concerned. 
The day time Illumination will, how¬ 
ever, be shut off until s’dch time as Hie 
rain rails in sufficient quantity to pro¬ 
vide power at the Ooldatream plant. 

In addition to the rteam Plant the 
company Is using from the Ckridstream 
power station 4.000,000 gallons for elec¬ 
tric lighting purpose* daily and Mr.
